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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts of 
reference have failed to disclose or suggest an apparatus for filtering and trapping debris in the 
blood flow of a patient comprising a filter device and an entrapment device forming a chamber 
to contain a debris material to be removed from a blood flow substantially as recited in 
independent claim 1 , especially the entrapment device comprises a restriction element for 
changing a size of a selective opening without changing the size of the entrapment device to 
prevent the debris to be removed to backflow out of the chamber. 

Claims 1-15 are allowed.
